The Acid or Bisulphite Processes. 





[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL.] 





(Continued.) 


Mention was made in my last of the im- 
portance of frequent testing. These tests may 
be made very simple—the more so the better 
—and standardized two or three times each 
month. With the waste liquors great care 
should be taken to re-use as weak liquor, so 
long as any trace of the sulphurous acid re- 
mains. I have tested this refuse many times 
with litmus, and found only a very faint dis- 
coloring, when actual analysis would show 
quite a fair percent. This, taking into con- 
sideration the large amount of liquor used, 
amounts to no insignificant sum in the aggre- 
gate. In cases where it is not convenient to 
have an analysis, or even where the chemist is 
not on the ground, I would suggest the use of 
bright copper strips as a test, with a small ves- 
sel, sealed. The ribbon of copper will often 
show the acid reaction sooner than litmus, es- 
pecially when the latter is kept on hand for 
some time; besides this the test is much 
cheaper in the hands of the novice. 

For repeated$washings and the addition of 
liquor instead of a general blow-off the 
second wash has already been explained. At 
this time close attention should be paid to the 
liquor which is being made ; the boiling and 
general agitation should be kept up not less 
than three hours after everything has been put 
in the digester and the soaked chips and solu- 
tion reach within a foot or so of the top. This 
should be done for many reasons, among them 
being the generation of gases, the large amount 
of pulp produced at each heat and the general 
saving of materials. When the mass has been 
partially digested in this weak solution re- 
peated tests should be made. 

I do not know why, but with the great 
majority of digesters I have seen in active 
operation very poor provision is made for 
making frequent tests of the cooking contents. 
To be sure, there are testing cocks—so-called 
—that will give some contents of the digester, 
but as we often find the mass to differ materi- 
ally from these sample blow-offs, it should be 
so arranged that a sample could be obtained 
from any part of the digester whenever de- 
sired. 

Again, these tests—frequent—are important 
to ascertain the action of the acid solution on 
different woods, some varieties of which, even 
of the same family, have the faculty of absorb- 
ing much more than others, and some, having 
a larger proportion of alkali in their compo- 
sition, will neutralize the acid solution to an 
appreciably greater extent than others. 

In testing the solution at this time the fol- 
lowing plan is what I recommend to pupils as 
atest: After the solution has well settled in 
the beaker, a smaller beaker is carefully filled 
with the clear liquor and allowed to settle 
again ; then, upon carefully adding a few drops 
of the testing solution—this should be standard- 
ized once a week—if no disturbance occurs, 
the liquor may be considered all right. Of 
course in all of the principal tests I would not 
suggest any other test than the iodide of starch 
solution duly standardized, but I find that this, 
like all other color tests, is very liable to mis- 
interpretation by amateurs—I am not posing 
as an instructor of the regular practical chem- 
ist~inasmuch as many people have not an 
eye sufficiently well educated to detect in- 
Stantly these faint lines of demarcation, and 
With the very weak solutions the blending is 
so gradual that even the practised eye is not 
always sure. Then, again, before one has be- 
come partially proficient, at least, he will 
handle his appliances more or less clumsily, 
and the turning of a modern self-acting burette 
is among the finest of chemical manipulations, 
requiring great delicacy of touch and keenness 
of observation. 

When the mass has been allowed to digest 
about three hours at the temperature of boil- 
ing water—1roo° C,—it will be found to have set- 
Ued only a trifle, and should now be filled to 
the brim with a weak, hot liquor, Now the heat 
may be allowed to run down, and if the pro- 
cess has been properly conducted—and it will 


be seen that thus far it has not been attended 
with much technical work—the liquor will be 
found not to have changed from the strength 
and condition. Hence it will be seen that we 
have curtailed the expense incident to the re- 
newal of the entire solution each time of a 
standard strength. 

In this connection there seems to be a grow- 
ing desire to curtail expenses still further, by 
the introduction of some other material for | 
the lining of the digester, the lead being found

I am not prepared, 
however, to indorse this Vermonter’s theory 
until I can further demonstrate, which I will 
do as fast as possible; but if by any means 
this can be made effective, it is at least eco- 
nomical, a very important consideration, 
indeed. 








Felt-Cleaning Device. 





The purpose of the device of which an 
illustration is given on this page is to afford 
an improved mechanism for cleaning the first 
or ‘‘ wet” felt, washing it thoroughly and ex- 
tracting all superfluous water from it without 
suspending the work of paper making or dis- 
connecting the web of paper from the ma- 
chine, 

In the didi Figure 1 illustrates a verti- 
cal section of that part of a paper-making ma- 
chine embodying this device; Fig. 2 is a 
detail side elevation showing the construction 
of the squeeze-rolls, and Fig. 3 is a detail 
view of the shower-pipe. The couch-rolls are 
shown at A A, the first press-rolls at B B, the 
wet felt being seen at X. 

Two pairs of squeeze-rolls, C C’ C C’, have 
bearings in the frame of the machine between 
the couch-rolls and first press-rolls. The 
upper rolls, C’, have their journals in the 
sliding-boxes, C’, which are pressed upon by 
the coiled springs ¢, so as to force them incon- 
tact with the lower rolls, C. Instead of using 
the springs, the upper rolls may be weighted 
to force them downward, the use of the 
springs being deemed preferable. 

G, H, I, J, K, L, M and N are directing- 
rolls for the first felt, X, the rolls G being ad- 
jacent to the couch-rolls and the roll N below 
the squeeze-rolls. The arrows in the draw- 
ings show the direction in which the first felt 
travels. 

D is a beater-wheel provided with arms d, 
to strike against the surface of the vertical 
portion of the first felt, as shown. The shaft 
of this wheel is journaled in the frame of the 
machine, and is provided with a pulley, @’, by 
which and a proper belt it is rotated from the 
common source of power, or from another 
roll driven thereby. 

E is a curved guard-plate over the felt- 
beater wheels, to protect the felt from being 
sprinkled with water thereby after or while

ing the roll G it is in condition to carry the 
web of paper toward the press-rolls. By 
this construction and arrangement the re- 
peated removal of the web of paper from the 
machine is entirely avoided, and the paper is 
consequently made with more facility and 
rapidity. 

It is obvious by the use of the squeeze-rolls, 
located, as described, between the couchers 
and first press-rolls, in connection with the 
beater-wheel, shower-pipe and blow-roll, the 
washing and cleaning of the first or wet felt is 
effected, the felt being sufficiently cleaned to 
make good paper while continuously running. 

This felt-washing apparatus may consist of 
one, two or even three pairs of squeeze-rolls, 
felt-beater, shower-pipe and attachments, and 
may be located at some other place on the felt 
and be equally effective.

Water as a Motive-Power. 





In considering water as a motive-power 
two of its most important properties must be 
taken into consideration, viz., weight and ve- 
locity. If a cubic foot of water, which weighs 
sixty-two and one-half pounds, be placed in 
a vessel and suspended at one end of a lever 
the fulcrum of which is in the centre, it will 
balance sixty-two and one-half pounds of matter 
contained in a similar vessel suspended at the 
opposite end. If the fulerum be changed so that 
the distance from the ead to which the weight is 
suspended shall be double that of the opposite 
one, the one cubic foot of water will only lift 
one-half of sixty-two and one-half pounds. 
If the fulcrum be changed the opposite way 
the same quantity of water will balance twice 
that weight, and if a small additional quantity 
of water be added the weight will be carried 
upward and the water descend toward the 
earth, 

This manner of utilizing the weight of 
water to lift or elevate different kinds of mat- 
ter a short distance is a very old device. In- 
stead, however, of using a lever, a rope or a 
chain was passed over suitable pulleys, which 
accomplished the same object ; but the water 
was required to move through the same space 
as the weight. This led to the use of gear- 
ing, or multiplying pulleys, so that, while the 
water would only be required to travel through 


asmall space, the load could be elevated any 
given distance by Soneets the quantity of 
water. 

The hydraulic elevator is a practical illustra- 
tion of this principle ; but instead of using 
the water in bulk to obtain the necessary 
weight, the pressure of a column of water un- 
der a given head is utilized in its place, and 
by combining weight and velocity the same 
results are obtained in a more economical 
manner. A cylinder of any given diameter 
and length is fitted with a watertight piston. 
Water is admitted at one end behind the piston 
under the pressure of a given head, and by 


motive-power, velocity as well as weight 
must be utilized and taken into consideration. 

These two forces are designated by percus- 
sion and reaction. The force of percussion is

that means the piston is forced toward the op- | 


posite end of the cylinder, with a force equal 
to the head, and this pressure, multiplied by 
the number of square inches contained in the 
piston, gives the available power, so that a 
piston moving into a cylinder through a space 
of six feet may, by the use of gearing or mul- 
tiplying pulleys, cause a platform or acar to 
be elevated any given height.

For illustration, 
suppose a hydraulic 
cylinder to be six 
feet long and two

Let X—the load in 
pounds, Vthe power upon the cylinder, S the 
length of stroke and H the distance the car 
is to be elevated in feet, then we have :

To resolve this formula into plain figures we 
first obtain the value of V. This is done by 
multiplying the square of the diameter by 
-7854 for the area ; then multiply this product 
by 40, and we have 24x 24x.7854x40— 
18103.60 pounds. Then, as the piston must 
travel through a space of 6 feet, while the car 
travels 30, we have 40: 6::18103.60:3620.72 
pounds for the value of X. 

When the distance the weight is to be lifted 
and the weight are given, to find the size of the 
cylinder under a given pressure of water we 
first determine the length of the stroke of the 
piston, then the power required in the cylinder 
will be directly as the weight and the distance, 
Take the elements of the preceding case and 
require the diameter of a cylinder with a 6-foot 
stroke to lift 3620.72 pounds thirty feet high, 
with a water-pressure of forty pounds to the 
square inch. We first say 6:30::3620. 72:18103.- 
60. This equals the whole force upon the cyl- 
inder ; then, as the pressure is forty pounds 
to the square inch, we divide by the number of 
pounds, the pressure for the number of square 
inches, 18103.60--—4 52.59 square inches 
and 452,59--—.7854=—=5 
diameter, and V 576—24 inches. 

The overshot wheel is another application of 
the power of water acting principally by its 
weight. As this old and useful device is so 
well known, a description of it is unnecessary. 
The water is delivered near the top, and, as 
the wheel moves, it is carried in its downward 
course farther from the centre, until it has 
passed that point when it is again carried 
back toward the centre until it is discharged 
near the bottom, so that in the whole descent 
it is only a question of weight and leverage, 
and there is no point from the place where 
the water is taken until it is discharged where 
the leverage is equal, The power of such

ture under a given head or pressure, and 
strikes against any surface placed at right 
angles to its direction. When such conditions 
arise, the water must either be stopped in its 
course, or the object must recede in the direc- 
tion of the stream which is projected against 
it. Now, if a wheel is constructed with arms 
of any given length, and floats or paddles at- 
tached to them, and so arranged that the 
water will strike them at right angles to its 
course, the wheel will revolve with whatever 
speed and power that may be imparted to it 
from the force of the water impinging against 
it, and that force may be estimated by the 
quantity of water so delivered multiplied by 
its velocity in feet per second. Such a wheel 
would be designated as a percussion wheel. 

If instead of the floats being placed at right 
angles to the direction of the water, they 
should be so arranged that the water would 
strike them at an angle of 45°, the floats in- 
stead of tending to stop the motion of the 
water, provided they were stationary, they 
would only have a tendency to force the water 
| out of its natural course, and the direction of 
the current would be changed to correspond to 
that angle. But if the floats were free to re- 
cede from the water, the water, if no resistance 
was offered, would still continue to move in 
nearly a straight line, and the floats with the 
wheel would revolve as before, but would be 
propelled by a different force, which would be 
called reaction, and such wheels would be 
classed under the name of reaction wheels. 
Power may be obtained from either of this 
class of wheels ; but to utilize the water so as 
to obtain the highest percentage of power both 
forces should be brought into requisition, and 
the more perfectly these two forces are com- 
bined the greater will be the effect.—C. 2.

Elastic Carpet-Lining. 





A new method of making an elastic 
paper or felting for carpet-lining consists in 
the combination of certain waste products. 
The material which composes the carpet-lin- 
ing is corn-cob in combination with raw pa- 
per stocks, known in the trade as “colors " or 
‘* satinets,” or the waste of carpet and woolen 
mills, known as ‘‘ shoddy,” or any common 

paper stock may be used with the corn-cob. 

In the preparation of the corn-cob to be 
used in the manufacture of this carpet-lining, 
it is carefully selected and freed from any at- 
taching kernels of corn, corn-silk, or hulls of 
the corn. The cob is then ground in a burr- 
stone grinding-mill, or any other suitable mill, 
to about the fineness of wheat-bran, care be- 
ing taken not to reduce it too fine for elas- 
ticity. It is then passed through sieves of 
the proper size, by which the imperfectly- 
ground portions of the cob and other useless 
substances are removed. The ground corn- 
cob is then ready for use. 

The raw paper stock is reduced in a grind- 
ing or triturating machine, in a way similar to 
that in which paper stock is now prepared, 
until it is brought to a degree of fineness re- 
| quisite for its manufacture into paper, and 
just after the grinding process is complete the 
ground corn-cob is added, but is not pulped.

It is also said to be an excellent material for 
packing glassware. The superiority of the 
fabric thus partly composed of corn-cob is 
due to the fact that while the cob is equally as 
soft and elastic as cork, the cob is spongy and 
will absorb water when mixed with the pulp, 
and thus mix uniformly with the rest of the 
pulp, while cork, which resists the water, 
tends always to the surface and fails of uni- 


form mixture.

A preparation for making paper uninflam- 
mable consists of 4 parts borax and 3 parts 
sulphate of magnesia shaken up together 
when wanted for use and then dissolved in 
20 to 30 parts warm water. Soak the paper in 
the mixture and dry thoroughly in the open air,

GenTLEMEN—A recent change in the United States 
Treasury regulations respecting the importation of old 
rags makes it necessary to detain all such merchandise 
at quarantine, instead of allowing the vessgl.bringing 
old rags to proceed to her dock, as formerly. 

This is to notify you that hereafter all vessels bring- 
ing old rags from abroad will be required to discharge 
them at quarantine before proceeding. Very respect- 
fully, C. E. Davis, Jr. 

Under this ruling and so long as this shall 
continue in effect, the receipt of old rags at 
the port of Boston will be cut short, as steam- 
ship companies will not care to lose time at 
quarantine. 

The receipt of foreign rags at this port has 
been very light tor some months past, while 
for the past two weeks the imports have been 
entirely stopped. In consequence the Disinfec- 
ting Company at Charlestown has discharged 
its help and shut up shop. No rags, no fees, 
and the dream of wealth is o’er, The only 
hope for the Disinfecting Company now is to

This may or may 
If it is, the productive capacity is 
certainly increasing at a rapid rate. Our ma- 
chinery. manufacturers haye a good deal of 
new and repairing work on hand. Nearly all 
of our mills have been making some changes, 


and two or three of them contemplate some 


| extensive and costly improvements in the way 


of larger buildings and new plants. There is 
no disposition to overcrowd the market or to 
pursue a policy which would depress prices ; 
but there is an evident determination upon the 
part of the paper-making interests to go ahead 
rather than go back. They take it for granted 
that the consumptive capacity will increase 


month by month and year by year, and they 


| prefer to be in the lead and keep their ability

to supply in excess of the market demand. 
This is, no doubt, a wise policy. Wise or 
foolish, it is the accepted policy, Manufac- 
turers of machinery who have been recently 
seen have had a good many inquiries, which 
carry out the intimations made by individuals 
of their intention to improve their plants. 
Philadelphia, as a paper-making centre, is 
maintaining its position. 

The A. M. Collins Manufacturing Company 
secured its charter on July 30 to carry on the 
manufacture and sale of paper and paste- 
board card, for photographers, stationers, 
railroads, &c. The partners are Alfred M. Col- 
lins, Henry H. Collins, Edward Cope, Samuel 
H. Stinson and Charles W. Sharpless. Their 
new Kensington factory is a model factory, 
and is running full time with the very finest 
and best equipment possible. The company 
has a large amount of business on hand, and 
is in a position to successfully compete with 
all comers. 

Five printers at Trenton bid for the printing 
of 10,000 copies of the laws of the last session 
of the New Jersey Legislature. MacCarllish 
& Quigley secured the contract for the entire 
job. 

Our local printers are watching out fora 
few soft snaps in municipal business this fall 
to help them over the dull time. A good 
many of our printers have been improving 
their offices, and when new jobs are to be 
given out there will be some sharp cempeti- 
tion, so they say. 

Quite a number of our paper manufacturers 
are away for the season, among them Charles 


Hamilton and wife, who are at Atlantic 
City. 
Bulkley, Raiguel & Co., on South Fifth 


| street, report their business up to the average 
for the season, They have three men on the 
road who are sending in satisfactory orders. 

The Hampshire Paper Company, on Minor 
street, report a good business. 

James M. Willcox & Co. have orders in 
hand for several weeks’ work. They are 
putting a ‘‘Star” duster in their Glen Mill, 
which will improve the quality of their work. 
Envelopes have a very good sale. 

Wolf Brothers,who have special facilities for 
supplying envelopes, report a brisk business, a 
fact which is evident from the condition of 
their factory. The Philadelphia jobbers are 
anticipating a reduction in prices of envelopes. 
Some quiet cutting has been going on already 
and a few large envelope buyers have had 
offers made to them of large stocks at figures a 
little below what they supposed were bottom 
rates. 

Business, as compared with last year, is not 
a whit behind last year’s record. In some 
branches there is an improvement. Those 
who make a specialty of tissue paper have 
been doing well.

This thing can as well, therefore, 
be accomplished now, if the manufactur- | 
ers so will it, and that without retarding 
action for another twelvemonth.

C. A. Whedon, Wilkinson Brothers & Co., 
New York.—No, we have not started up our 
mill and will not until between the first and 
fifteenth of September. The mill was started 
in 1872, and since that time we have not shut 
down, except for a day or so to repair a break 
or something of that kind. It has never before 
been shut down entirely, Some more patents 
have been granted here on the sulphite pro- 
cess, but have not yet been issued. I saw them 
when I was over in Europe, but have not seen 
them since they were granted here. A patent 
has been granted to make paper from the to- 
bacco plant, has it? Well, there have been a 
number of similar ones and I know of a number 
of men who have lost considerable money try- 
ing to make paper from tobacco. I know of 
a man, who is now running a paper mill, who 
proposed to make paper from _ tobacco 
stems, but somehow or other it did not work 
out right and he had to give it up. 

Charles H. Cave, of Charles J. Cave & Co., 
New York.—A good many of the straw-wrap- 
ping mills are shut down or are running on

Mr. Newton Gives it Straight. 
Brock Istanp, R. I., August 10, 1886. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

In your issue of the 7th inst. I notice that 
an inquiry is made in regard to the disposal of 
a petition of the workmen for a decrease in 
the number of hours of labor per week for 
those working on twelve-hour tours. In reply 
I have to say that a petition signed by a com- 
mittee of three persons was handed to me on 
Saturday just before I left Holyoke for Sara- 
toga. On looking it over on my arrival I 
deemed a petition thus signed would not 


prove advantageous to the cause and I there- | 
fore telegraphed the chairman of the com- | 


mittee on Monday morning, requesting him 
to send me, as quickly as possible, the peti- 


tion with the signatures of all of the men. | 


This petition, I afterward learned from the 
chairman of the committee, was thus duly 
signed and forwarded to me, but it failed to 
reach me, as it was entered asa registered 
letter and hence was not sent to my hotel, 
and I have not yet received it, although I have 
written to the postmaster at Saratoga to send 
it on to me at Holyoke. 

Not wishing to have the matter dropped by 
default, I decided that I could, in justice to 
the workmen as well as the paper manufactur- 
ers themselves, do no less than offer the resolu- 
tion which was adopted by the convention, 
for now the whole subject is up before the 
paper manufacturers of the country, and am- 
ple time and opportunity is given them ‘to 
make a fair trial of the proposed change. 
Neither‘did I propose to devise a plan for les- 
sening the production of the mills, however de- 
sirable in itself that might be, but to show 
from actual experience in the two mills under 
my general charge (the Franklin and Waure- 
gan), that no loss was incurred by them by 
shutting down at ten P. M. on Saturday nights 
and starting again on Mondays at six A. M. 
instead of running the usual time On 
the other hand, the actual figures showed 
a gain of from 3 to 4 per cent. in the product, 
taken week by week; but on subsequent ex- 
amination we found that the paper made dur- 
ing the time was somewhat more favorable to 
a larger product, so that, on the whole, it was 
doubtless about an even thing. 

In conclusion, I have to say that an experi- 
ence of some four months under the new plan 
has proved highly satisfactory to both the mills 
and the workmen; and from our present 
standpoint we would be very unwilling to 
change back again.

daily product has reduced the stock on hand 
since July t 120 tons. This company runs 
three machines, all on news and book. 

C. L. Hawes & Co., of this city, have re- 
cently put in a strawboard machine of forty 
dryers made by the Black & Clawson Com- 
pany, of Hamilton, and three iron-tub engines 
of 1,000 pounds capacity each, all of which 
does credit to the C. L. Hawes Company and 
the builders of the machinery. There is no 
better paper-machine in this valley than the 
one named. The engines were designed and 
built by the well-known firm of Stout, Mills & 
Temple, of this city, whose reputation as en- 
gine builders is well established. The three 
engine tubs are all cast-iron, no wood being 
used, except for the filling between the roll- 
bars and keys in the bed-plate boxes. 

W. P. Levis talks of building a new mill. 
He has purchased a large lot for the purpose 
but may not build during the present season. 

The Mead Paper Company is running full 
time, mostly on book. 

The only mill in the valley not running is 
the Globe Mill, at Middletown. Owing to the 
death of William B. Oglesby nearly two years 
ago, and the entire loss of health of the active 
member of the company, this mill is shut down 
indefinitely. The buildings are good and sub- 
brick structures. There are three 
beating-machines of 1,000 pounds capacity 
each, which were put in a few years ago; 
there were also several new dryers added to 
the machinery and general repairs made, and 
the whole is in good running order, with a 
capacity of three tons of manilla per day. 

The Miami Valley Mill, at Miamisburg, has 
been shut down for repairs, but will start up 
in a few days with a good line of orders. 

The Friend & Forgy Paper Company, at 


| Franklin, has had the six rag-engines in its 


old mill remodelled by Stout, Mills & Temple ; 
this has increased the capacity about one ton 


| of No. 1 manilla per day. The change has 


also much improved the quality of the paper. 
This company runs two washing and three 
beating engines, each of 1,200 lbs. capacity, in 
its new mill and six 800-lb. engines in the old 
mill, and two Fourdrinier machines are turn- 
ing out eight to nine tons per day of very su- 
perior bag paper, as good as any made in the 
valley. 

The Harding Paper Company is rebuilding 
the Excello Mill, 2% miles south of Middle- 
town. 

The Middletown Paper Company, at Mid- 
dletown, has built the finest and decidedly the 
largest machine-room in this valley. It is 
sufficiently large for three machines. A new 
machine, built by the Black & Clawson Com- 
pany. is now being set up. This company is 
pushing to the front. 

There are various other improvements being 
made in the valley, which will serve as a basis 
for a future communication. As I said at the 
outset, while there has been no material ad- 
vance in paper, there isa decided improve- 
ment in the demand, and the feeling among 
paper makers is quite different from what it 
was six months or a year ago. They think 
that bed-rock has been reached, and, while 
they believe 
that in the near future there will be a slight 
advance along the whole line. 

Stout, Mills & Temple are crowded with or- 
ders for rag-engines, tirbines and wood-pulp 
grinders. They have recently shipped to 
J. L. Riegel & Son, Riegelsville, N. J., four of 
their improved cast-iron tub rag-engines and 
two ‘‘ New American” turbines, which will 
displace the old plant and increase the pro- 
duct of the mill about 50 per cent. They have 
also furnished Wilbur Eliason, of Chesterton, 
Md., with one complete cast-iron tub rag- 
engine of 1,000 pounds capacity, and have 
remodeled six other engines formerly in use 
in his mill. This mill has been shut down 
about two years, but will soon be started up 
and run on steam-dried strawboards.

Joun F, Trow. 


John F. Trow, vice-president of the Trow 
City Directory Company, died on Sunday last 
at the residence of his son-in-law, Aaron Car- 
ter, Jr., in Tremont avenue, Orange, N. J., he 
having left his home in this city about three 
months ago for the purpose of spending the 
summer with his daughter's family. He had 
suffered from rheumatism for a long period. 
Two weeks ago he was taken ill, and grew 
steadily weaker. He leaves a widow, a son 
and three daughters, one of whom is now 
traveling in Europe with her husband. 

Mr. Trow was born in Andover, Mass., 
1805.

Carrying Power of Water.

The power which water has to transport or 
carry is now usually appreciated. This power 
increases as the sixth power of the velocity, 
so that a stream flowing six times as fast as 
another will be able to transport 46,656 times 
more matter. The flowing data are often 
used by engineers in calculating the scouring 
effects of water on the bottoms of rivers. Fine 
clay is hardly affected by a velocity of three 
inches a second. Fine sand is raised by six 
inches per second, while a velocity of eight 
inches will raise sand as coarse as linseed. 
Fine gravel is swept away at twelve inches per 
second, and twenty-four inches per second
